LONDON, April 29 (AP).—Great 
Britain accelerated efforts to draw 
Soviet Russia into the  British- 
French eastern front today after 
completing an official study of 
Chancellor Hitler’s long speech be- 
fore the Reichstag yesterday. 

. Foreign Minister Viscount Hali- 


fax summoned the Soviet Ambassa- | 


dor, Ivan Maisky, just back from 
Moscow consultations, to his office 
this morning and was reliably re- 


ported to have told him Britain 
was eager to conclude the British- 
Russian talks. 

As the discussions with Maisky 
were renewed the status of the pro- 
posed British-Soviet-French entente 
was as follows: 

Russia had offered a complete 
military alliance to Britain and 
France, containing specific commit- 
ments to guard against aggression 
not only in Eurcpe, but also in the 
Far. East. Britain, while accepting 
this as a “basis for discussion,” was 
reported to have pointed out that 
such a system necessarily would 
take a long time to form and pre- 
sented some almost insurmountable 
Obstacles. Britain, consequently, 
gountered with a suggestion that 
Russia declare willingness to help 
Britain, France and their allies “if, 
as and when those allies request 
help.” 

No New Naval Parley. 

A Foreign Office spokesman re- 
peated that the British Government 
had no intention of negotiating a 
new naval agreement to take the 
lace of the 1935 British-German 
pact which Fuehrer Hitler yester- 
day “unilaterally and, in the British 
View, illegally, repudiated.” 

“In general,” the spokesman said, 
“the situation is left where it was 
before. The Chancellor (Hitler) 
closed no doors, but we must now 
Wait and hope for a solution of the 
European difficulties.” 

A formal reply will be sent to 
the communication denouncing the 
Raval treaty in due course, he said. 

British Ambassador Sir Nevile 
Henderson has not been given any 
specific instructions to seek a clari- 
fication of the Hitler speech in 
Berlin, but may see the German 
Foreign Minister, Joachim von Rib- 
bentrop, soon, as a “natural step,” 
the spokesman said.

Beck May Visit Moscow. 


Despite the editorial reaction of 
the press, Poland took Hitler’s 
speech calmly. 

There was some speculation re- 
garding the possibility of Foreign 
Minister Beck visiting Moscow, 
where Britain has been press- 
ing diplomatic efforts to bring the 
Soviet into collaboration with her 
bloc of nations ranged against 
Germany and Italy. 

At the same time the Polish War 
Ministry set in motion a series of 
precautionary measures, especially 
near Danzig. Most of the measures 
were not disclosed, but Poland al- 
ready had 1,300,000 men under 
arms, 

The army scheduled huge demon- 
strations of air strength over all 
cities for tomorrow. Polish citizens 
then will have an opportunity to 
view fast bombers and pursuit 
planes never exhibited in Poland 
before, and of the type which, the 
army said, would raid Germany in 
event of conflict. 

The Polish press, a few hours 
after political editors had been 
summoned to the foreign office for 
a conference, unleashed a bitter at- 
tack on Hitler, declaring his de- 
nunciation yesterday of the Ger- 
man-Polish non-aggression pact and 
his new demands had “completely 
destroyed” all hopes of peaceful co- 
operation. 

Comment in the Press. 

The tone of the press emphasized 
the firmness of Poland’s attitude, 
expressed by a foreign office 
spokesman that attempts to put 
pressure on Poland would be an- 
swered “promptly and in the same 
manner.” 

The independent newspaper, Kur- 
jer Polski, said: 

“Hitler’s speech was a speech of 
a@ man burning all his bridges — 
bridges that would have permitted 
Germany to avoid throwing herself 
into the precipice of war.”

REPORTS ON TALKS 
WITH GEN. PARIANI 


German and Spanish Mili- 
tary Delegations on Way 
to Confer With Italian 


Commanders. 


ROME, April 29 (AP).—Premier 
Mussolini informed his Cabinet to- 
day the Italian army would be 
strengthened “in size and equip- 


ment.” 

He gave a detailed report on the 
conference he had two days ago 
with the Minister of Finance, Paolo 
Thaon di Revel Jr., and the chief 
of staff of the army and Undersec- 
retary for War, Gen. Alberto Pari- 
ani, at his country retreat at Rocca 
delie Carminate. Plans were drawn 
at this conference. 

A communique issued at the close 
of the Cabinet meeting did not spe- 
cify what measures were contem- 
plated. 

“The new appropriations allocat- 
ed to the army,” it said, “are de- 
signed to increase still further its 
efficiency, both from the point of 
view of effectives and from the 
point of view of equipment and ter- 
ritorial defensive organization.” 

Italy now has 1,250,000 men under 
arms. 

Increased Funds for Army. 

On April 17 Italy appropriated in- 
creased military funds of $25,000,000 
annually for the next 10 years “to 
increase the efficiency of the army.” 
On April 11 it announced the com- 
plete recall to arms of reservists of 
the classes of 1901-1912. Part of 
the class of 1919 and all of the class- 
es of 1917 and 1918 already were un- 
dergoing their regular training. 

Italy’s military leaders also went 
ahead with plans for fraterniza- 
tion with German and Spanish mil- 
itary leaders today. 

Two army delegations were re- 
ported en route here for talks with 
Italian commanders. One was head- 
ed by Colonel-General Walther von 
Brauschitsch, commander-in-chief 
of the German arty. The other 
was a group of Spaniards, due on 
the liner Rex from Gibraltar. 

It was authoritatively reported 
that Gen. von Brauchitsch would go 
to Libya, where Field Marshal Her- 
mann Wilhelm Goering visited April 
9-12, and then return for confer- 
ences here with Gen. Pariani. 

To Continue Staff Talks. 

Usually reliable sources said that 
the German visit would continue 
staff talks which Gen. Pariani held 
with Colonel-General Wilhelm Kei- 
tel, chief of the high command of 
the German armed forces and Sec- 
retary of War, at Innsbruck, Ger- 
many, on the eve of the Italian oc- 
cupation of Albania. 

Newspaper commentators praised 
Hitler’s speech before the Reichs- 
tag yesterday. 

Il Messaggero said: “Now we 
must await repercussions to the 
great speech of the Fuehrer, who 
spoke with his usual clarity and 
his usual impassioned logic. As 
such, the speech constitutes a vig- 
orous contribution to peace with 
justice. The speech is strong but 
moderate and excludes no reason- 
able arrangement. It leaves. all 
the doors open.”

Speculation developed in the Cap-

He already has expressed a con- 
viction that the present neutrality 
act has not served the cause of 


peace. 


The present statute empowers 
the President to prohibit shipments 
of arms and ammunition to warring 


nations. 

Another section, expiring at mid- 
night tomorrow, permits him to list 
other goods which may be sold to 
belligerents only if the pay cash 
for them and transport their pur- 
chases in non-American vessels. 

Chairman Pittman of the Sen- 
ate Foreign Relations Committee, 
an administration supporter, is 
trying to put through new legisla- 
tion which would abolish the em- 
bargo on arms shipments and per- 
mit sales of such supplies to bel- 
ligerents on a “cash and carry” 
basis. He says this system would 
aid Britain and France, in event of 
war, because they would control 
the seas. 

Pittman on Hitler Speech. 

Commenting on Hitler's response 
to Roosevelt, Pittman said today 
that the Chancellor’s speech had 
indicated no change in world con- 
ditions which should deter Con- 
gress from speedy enactment of 
new neutrality legislation. 

“It is generally admitted,” he 
said, “that the laws of a neutral, as 
they may affect future belligerents, 
should, if practical, be made pub- 
lic in advance of war. So long as 
there is the possibility of war, Con- 
gress, having this principle of neu- 
trality in mind, must attempt to 
define the position of the Govern- 

_™ment as expeditiously as possible. 

“To do nothing is politically safe 
for the politician, but dangerous 
for the safety and peace of our 
country.” 

It was said on good authority 
that Pittman was sure of eight of 
the committee's 23 votes for his 
proposed revision of the law. 

Other Congressional Comment, 

In Congress generally, sentiment 
is divided as to whether the Presi- 
dent should make any answer at all 
to Hitler’s address of yesterday. 

Calling the address “a very dis- 
couraging and disheartening mes- 
sage,” Senator Burke (Dem.), Ne- 
braska, told reporters he saw no 
advantage to the President in 
pressing the issue further. 

“With the English naval treaty 
and the Poland non-aggression 
treaty denounced by Hitler, what 
object would there be in going 
ahead?” Burke asked. 

On the other hand, Senator 
Clark (Dem.), Missouri, said ~he 
could see no harm in further co::- 
versations, although he indicated he 
had little hope that peace would 
be assured in this fashion. 

Senator McNary of Oregon, the 
Republican leader, said he believed 
Hitler had left the door open to 
further negotiations. 

“This strengthens my long-enter- 
tained view that there will be no 
war in Europe,” McNary said. “It

France Announces “Perfect Ac- 
cord” With Rumania. 
PARIS, April 29 (AP). — The 
French Foreign Ministry announced 
today after a final conference be- 
tween the Foreign Ministcrs of 
France and Rumania on formation 
of a European alliance that the two 
countries were “in perfect accord.” 
The announcement gave no indi- 
cation, however, of whether Georges 
Bonnet, France’s negotiator, had 
persuaded or even urged Grigore 
Gafencu of Rumania to accept the 
British-French plan to enlist Soviet 
Russia's aid for Rumania in the 

event of war. 

Gafencu, who already has visited 
Berlin and London, arranged. to 
leave tonight for Rome, where he 
is expected to continue what some 
diplomats described as his efforts 
to find the best bargain before 
finally deciding whether Rumania 
would line up with the London- 
Paris bloc or the Rome-Berlin axis. 

Bonnet decorated Gafencu with 
ithe grand cross of the Legion of 
Honor, the highest grade except 
that held by the President of 
France. 

Official France professed to be 
unimpressed by Chancellor Hitler's 
speech. Paris has diclosed a Ger- 
man offer to sell seized Czech war 
equipment to France. 

Nearly 1600 Czech war planes 
which became German property 
headed the list of equipment of- 
fered to France, these sources said. 

Italy Gets Part of Arms. 

In addition, it was understood 
some of the Czech machine guns 
were thrown on the market along 
with an undetermined number of 
unmounted plane motors. Hitler 
in his speech estimated the plane 
seizures at 1582 and said the Ger- 
man army had taken 43,800 ma- 
chine guns. 

The offer to sell armaments was 
not made solely to France, it was 
understood, but also was extended 
to other countries. At least a part 
of the seized material has been 
shipped to Italy. 

French diplomats took the view 
that while the Fuehrer broke off 
accords with Poland and Great 
Britain, he left the way open for 
hew negotiations. 

“Whereas previous Hitler speeches 
have been dynamic,” said one 
high official, “this one is static. It 
is more like a lawyer's brief.” 

The French press attacked the 
Fuehrer’s address as a “maneuver” 
aimed at concealing Germany's 
next move.

NAZIS SAY FITLER 


EXPOSED ERRORS 
OF ROOSEVELT 


Some of Press Calls Speech 
‘Political Execution” — 
They Differ on Chance 
for Negotiation. 


BERLIN, April 29 (AP).—Ger- 
many, through her _ closely-con- 
trolled press, strongly assailed Pres- 
ident Roosevelt today, underscored 


demands for Danzig and colonies 
and differed on how far Chancellor 
Hitler had closed the door to peace- 
ful negotiation. 

One newspaper, the influential 
Boersenzeitung of Berlin, suggested 
that Mr. Roosevelt resign because 
of the “great number of historical 
untruths, political mistakes and 
plain absurdities” that Hitler 
“proved” yesterday existed in the 
President’s peace proposals, to 
which the Fuehrer replied before 
the Reichstag. 

In his speech rejecting Roose- 
velt’s request for German-Italian 
non-aggression pledges, Hitler 
scrapped his 1935 naval agreement 
with Great Britain and his 1934 ten- 
year non-aggression pact with Po- 
land. 

Even well-instructed Nazi com- 
mentators differed on the breadth 
of the Chancellor’s answer to Mr. 
Roosevelt’s appeal of April 15, but 
all agreed it was at least a sharp 
rebuff and some called it a “politi- 
ca] execution” for Roosevelt. 

Reaction in Danzig. 

The reaction in the free city of 
Danzig was immediate to Hitler’s 
reference to that former German 
Baltic city as an open question 
which sooner or later “naturally 
had to be solved” and his statement 
that “it should be beyond all doubt 
‘that Danzig will never become 
| Polish.” 

Nazis in Danzig, which since the 
World War has been connected 
with the Polish customs adminis- 
tration, began to speculate on the 
day of their “return to the Reich.” 

In directing attention to the 
“promises” by which Germany laid 
down arms at the end of the World 
War—those of President Wilson 
“that German colonial claims”

speaks for Germany... .” 

Possibilities for Conversation. 

Dienst Aus Deutschland took the 
view that “possibilities for conver- 
sation between Germany and En- 
gland and Poland are just as much 
evident as for international discus- 
sion over world economics: condi- 
tions which the Fuehrer has formu- 
lated reveal] neither aggressive in- 
tentions nor do they violate’ the 
honor of other nations.” 

Roosevelt listed 31 nations for 
which he asked German-Italian 10 
or 25 year non-aggression guaran- 
tees after which he suggested world 
economic and disarmament  con- 
ferences. Hitler offered each of 
the 31 states a non-aggression as- 
surance “on the condition of abso- 
lute reciprocity provided that the 
state wishes it and itself addresses 
to Germany a request for such as- 
surance.” 

Several newspapers with foreign 
circulations also expressed the opin- 
ion that the door was not shut to 
further negotiations, but in the 
main the newspapers of domestic 
distribution generally ignored the 
possibility of negotiations and con- 
centrated on angry denunciations 
of Roosevelt. 

The Fremdenblatt of Hamburg, 
for example, said: “He (Hitler) has 
in no way slammed the door 
against negotiations but he requires 
as a precondition respect and con- 
fidence in Germany from England.” 

Rebuff, Says Hitler Paper. 

Hitler’s paper, Voelkischer Beo- 
bachter, in a double front-page 
headline underlined in red, said that 
“the entire world was the ear-wit- 
ness to the crushing rebuff of 
Roosevelt,” and added: 

“After this political execution of 
|Roosevelt by the Fuehrer, one is 
inclined to ask, ‘Who would dare 
to speak today about Roosevelt's 
message?’ 

“What authority justified Mr. 
Roosevelt in sending his arrogant 
telegram to Berlin? He must let 
it be said today that the head of 
the great German Reich declines 
to make explanations of the policies 
of the Reich, also speak upon re- 
quest, to anyone other than the 
German people, which alone has the 
right to request an accounting.” 

“Door Has Not Been Slammed.”

CONGRESS READY 
TQ PUT OFF RISE 
IN PENSION TAK 


House Committee Unani- 
mously Votes to Defer 


Increase From 1 to 1 1-2 
Per Cent for Three Years 


WASHINGTON, April 29 (AP).— 
Congressional leaders today fore- 
cast clear sailing for legislation to 
postpone a scheduled increase in 
Social Security taxes for old-age 
pensions. 

The House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee voted unanimously yester- 
day to defer for three years the 
increase, which would go into ef- 
fect next Jan. 1 under present law. 
If Congress adopts the commit- 
tee’s recommendation, it will pre- 
vent an advance from 1 to 1% per 
eent in the taxes paid by both em- 
ployers and employes on compensa- 
tion up to $3000 annually. 
Chairman Doughton (Dem.), North 
Carolina, said the postponement of 
higher Social Security levies would 
lower the prospective tax bills of 
employers and their workers by 
about $825,000,000 over the next 
three years. 

He estimated that would be the 
difference between the 1 per cent 
rate and the 1% per cent levy 
which would have been operative 
in 1940, 1941 and 1942. The Social 
Security Act provides that the rate 
shall jump to 2 per cent in 1943, 
2% per cent in 1946 and 3 per cent 
in 1949. 

Doughton said his committee’s 
decision was a “good start” toward 
removing or lowering taxes which 
have been criticised as deterrents 
to business. It showed “we are act- 
ing in good faith, anyway,” he 
added. 

Once Social Security Act amend- 
ments were out of the way, he said, 
the committee would be ready to 
receive Treasury recommendations 
for other tax revision. 

Asked when the Ways and Means 
Committee might act on proposed 
broad changes in the Social Se- 
curity law, Doughton replied: 

“We'll do our everlasting, run- 
ning-go-best to introduce a bill by 
the end of next week or the first 
of the week following.” 

The chairman said, however, that 
Congress had so much work to do 
and some of it was so controversial 
that he would be surprised if Con- 
gress adjourned before Aug. 1. 

Senators have been even more 
outspoken than House members in 
demanding that the tax burden on 
business be lightened. Chairman 
Harrison of the Finance Committee 
is known to favor the freezing of 
the security tax rate. 

Senator King (Dem.), Utah, a 
member of the Finance Committee,

INQUIRY ON CITIES 
SERIE GAS RATE 


Service Board Tells Power 
Commission Pipe Line’s 
‘Gate’ Charge of 40 
Cents Is Too High. 


JEFFERSON CITY, April 29. — 
The Missourl Public Service Com- 
mission yesterday requested the 


Federal Power Commission, at 
Washington, to investigate the nat- 
ural gas rates of the Cities Service 
Gas Co., a pipe line, charging that 
the rates are “excessive and un- 
reasonable.” 

Eight distributing companies 
serving 56 communities in the west- 
ern half of the State pay the pipe 
line company 40 cents a thousand 
cubic feet for gas. The Missouri 
commission asked the Federal com- 
mission to determine what would 
be a reasonable price for the gas, 
and to order the Cities Service Gas 
Co. to sell at a price found to be 
reasonable. 

The application charged the Cities 
Service Gas Co., which operates in 
interstate commerce, had failed and 
refused to give the Missouri com- 
mission information it had re- 
quested, to enable determination of 
a fair “gate rate,” which is the 
rate at which the pipe line deliv- 
ers gas to a distributing company 
at the boundary of a municipality. 

For Rate Making Purpose. 

Such information was necessary, 
it was said, to enable the Missouri 
commission to determine what 
would be a reasonable rate for the 
natural gas resold by the distribut- 
ing companies to their retail cus- 
tomers, since the “gate rate” is a 
base for the distributers’ rates. 

The State commission has regu- 
latory power over the rates and 
service of the eight distributing 
companies in the 56 cities and 
towns, but has no regulatory con- 
trol over the pipe line company, 
due to the interstate nature of its 
operations. The pipe line company 
is controlled by the Henry L. 
Doherty public utility interests. 

Chairman J. D. James of the Mis- 
souri commission, said it was not 
the intention of the commission to 
ask the Federal body to make an 
‘investigation of the “gate rates” 
of other pipe line companies operat- 
ing in the State, at this time. It 
had been indicated heretofore that 
the Federal Trade Commission may 
inquire into rates and charges of 
several interstate natural gas pipe 
lines, including the Mississippi 
River Fuel Corporation, which 


pipes natural gas from the Louisi-| 


ana fields to St. Louis, a distance 
of 435 miles. This trade commis- 
sion inquiry would be independent 
of the request made to the Federal 
Power Commission. 

26-Cent Proposal Cited. 

The Missouri commission pointed 
out in the application that the Mis- 
\sissippi River Fuel Corporation, in 
a pending proceeding to determine 
the feasibility of furnishing straight 
natural gas in St. Louis instead of 
the mixture of naturaland artificial 
gas now sold here, had offered to 
supply the Laclede Gas Light Co. 
of St. Louis with the necessary sup- 
ply of natural gas at an average of 
26 cents a thousand cubic feet, as 
compared to the 40-cent “gate rate” 
charged all distributing companies 
by the Cities Service Gas Co. for 
gas resold to domestic and general 
customers. 

In this connection, it was said, 
the Mississippi River Fuel was buy- 
ing natural gas at an average of 
about eight cents a thousand cubic 
feet, at the gas wells, and transport- 
ed it 435 miles to St. Louis. At the 
same time the Cities Service Gas 
Co., the Missouri commission said, 
was buying its natural gas at less 
than eight cents, in the Kansas, 
Oklahoma, and Texas fields, and 
was transporting it a shorter dis- 
tance than the Mississippi River 
corporation. 

“Applicant has reason to believe. 
does believe and states it as a fact,” 
the application stated, that the 40- 
cent “gas rate” of the Cities Serv- 
ice Gas Co. to its Missouri distribut- 
ing companies was “excessive, un- 
reasonable and unlawful.” 

Eight Distributing Concerns. 

The eight distributing companies 
listed by the Missouri Commission 
as paying the 40-cent “gate rate” 
to Cities Service Gas Co., for nat- 
ural gas, were the Kansas City 
Gas Co., the Gas Service Co. of 
Kansas City, the Missouri Gas and 
Electric Service Co. of Lexington, 
Springfield Gas and Electric Co. of 
Springfield, Carl Junction Gas Co. 
of Carl Junction, Citizens Gas Co. 
of Oronogo, City Light and Traction 
Co. of Sedalia and the Interstate 
Gas Co. of Harrisonville. 

Several of these companies are 
controlled by the Doherty interests. 

Among the larger cities served 
by these distributing companies are 
Kansas City, North Kansas City, 
St. Joseph, Springfield, Joplin, Se- 
dalia, Warrensburg, Harrisonville, 
‘Holden, Pleasant Hill, Aurora, 
Carthage, Independence, Higgins- 
ville, Monett, Neosho, Pierce City, 
Webb City and Waverly.

Story of Visit to Flyers. 

Lawrence Vibert, proprietor of a 
grocery on Miscou Island, told of 
his visit to the flyers as follows: 

“About 10 minutes to 9 I heard 
ithe plane flying low over the island. 
It circled eight or 10 times—the 
island is about 12 miles long— 
‘looking fer a place to land. It 
looked like it was going to land 
on the ice, but came down on frozen 
mud at the edge of the island. 

“The plane had on its lights, but 
when it came down I couldn’t see 
them any more. But it was nice 
and clear. The moon was shining. 
In about three-quarters of an hour 
I found where they were. 

“The wings were broken and the 
two propellers were bent up as if 
it had gone over,on its nose. All 
the glass was broken. 

“One of the men—the pilot fellow 


—was hurt. I think he had some 
‘ribs broken. The other fellow was} 
‘all right. Sometimes the one who. 


was hurt showed he was in pain. | 
I wanted to get them away and 


wouldn't leave the plane. 

“They couldn’t speak English or 
French, but ponted to their map 
to show they had flown from Rus- 
sia, and I pointed to where they 
were now. 

“After awhile we could sort of 
understand each other. It was easy 
to see they wanted food, so I got 
some and took it back to them, I 
don’t know what else they wanted 
except a doctor. 

“Later, one went inside the plane 
to sleep, and the other fixed up a 
bed outdoors, although it was freez- 
ing and there was ice and snow all 
around. Some other fellows here 
stayed with them. 

“I think the radio was broken, 
so they couldn’t send for help. It’s 
a hard place to get to, but a light 
plane could land a half mile from 
where they are. 

“I'm going back this morning and 
take them some more food.” 

On Aug. 19, 1932, the Australian 
aviator, Capt. James A. Mollison, 
ended the first solo westward air 
crossing of the Atlantic at Penn- 
field Ridge, N. B., more than 30 
hours after taking off from Port 
Marnock, Ireland.

APRIL COLD, DREARY 
WITH RAIN ON 17 DAYS 


“ 


Precipitation Inches Above 
Normal, Temperature 3.6 
Degrees Below Average. 


April lived up to its reputation 
this year and proved a trying 
month for those who dared to ven- 
‘ture out without raincoat, umbrella 
or galoshes, figures compiled by the 
|Weather Bureau showed today. 

The statistics showed that there 
had been rain on 17 days, with a 
total fall of 5.85 inches. This was 
more than twe inches above normal 


for a month that is soggy at best. 

Weather Forecaster Walter J. 
Moxom pointed out that despite 
the couplet about April showers and 
May flowers, April really ranks 
third for rainfall to May and June. 
But May and June showers bring 
‘nothing but postponed baseball 
‘games, summer colds and muddy 
i'tracks for Kentucky Derbies, and 
‘therefore are less celebrated than 
‘the April variety. 

15 Completely Cloudy Days. 

Other data compiled by Moxom 
showed clearly what everyone has 
pretty much suspected, that April 
of 1939 was not much of a month. 
When it wasn’t raining, it was 
cloudy; there were 15 completely 
cloudy days compared to the nor- 
mal nine for the month, and only 
nine days that really deserved to 
be called clear. 

It was cold, too. The average 
temperature was only 52.5 degrees, 
or 3.6 degrees below normal; and 
for the first three weeks of the 
month the average was even lower 
than that. 
from last Sunday through Thurs- 
day lifted the figure out of the 
winter class. 

There was frost on five days, and 
traces of snow on three; the ground 
was frozen hard in the county on 
two days, and on April 12 the tem- 
perature was down to 26 degrees. 
The highest temperature, by con- 
trast, was 84 degrees last Monday; 
this meant that the month had a 
span of nearly 60 degrees and that 
it always was a problem whether 
to build fires or leave vests at 
home. 

Meramec River Flood. 
The month’s major weather phe-

flood after the two-day downpour 
the weekend of April 15 and 16, 
when the water at Valley Park 
reached 27.2 feet, or more than 13 
feet above flood stage. The Mis- 
souri and Mississippi rivers also 
went over flood levels, but fortu- 
nately the rises ended before much 
damage had been done. 

Although minor floods on the 
Meramec usually are met with the 
comment that this happens every 
spring, actually Moxom’s records 
show that the biggest flood on the 
river was not in spring at all but 
in August, back in 1915. And it 
was caused, queerly enough, by a 
West Indian hurricane with the 
wanderlust—another reason weath- 
er forecasters will tell you nothing 
is impossible. 

Even this far from home, the 
tropical storm still had the vigor 
to produce seven inches of rain in 
24 hours, and the river reached a 
level that probably will remain the 
record for a long time, April show- 
ers notwithstanding.

O'Malley was 
State Insurance Superintendent at 
the time of the settlement.

THE RELIEF OUTLOOK. 


In spite of the recent downward trend in the 


| business charts, President Roosevelt is optimistic 
‘about conditions for the coming fiscal year. He es- 


‘timates that the work relief load will decline one- 
‘third, from an average of 3,000,000 persons for the 
current year to an average of 2,000,000 for the year 
beginning July 1. Accordingly, he has recommended 
that the WPA appropriation be cut from two and a 
quarter billion dollars for the current year to a bil- 
lion and a half in the new budget. 

Everyone will hope that the President is right, 
although his prophecy would be more reassuring if 
it were given an underpinning of tax reform and 
other legislation calculated to restore investor con- 
fidence. “We doubt that the President's objective of 
a national income of 80 billion dollars a year can 
be achieved as long as governmental expenditures 
continue to take 25 to 30 per cenit of our total income. 

The prediction for a drop in the relief load is 
all the more notable in that it applies to an elec- 
tion year, In the period preceding a general elec- 
tion, the relief rolls hitherto have invariably taken 
a sharp turn upward, whether private employment 
was increasing or not. But, as the President pointed 
out, provisions have mow been written into the 
law to prevent political coercion. 

If these are vigorously enforced, it will remove 
the motive for packing the work relief rolls before 
an election. But if the administration is as tolerant 
of the political perversion of relief as it has been in 
past elections, the prohibition against coercion of em- 
ployes probably will not avail. 

The President wisely rejected certain features of 
the work relief changes proposed in the bill by Sen- 
ator Byrnes of South Carolina. Clearly, work re- 
lief allocations should be made on the basis of the 
number of unemployed in a state and not on any 
basis in which mere population is a factor. We are

REACTION TO THE SPEECH. 

A partial canvass of Congress as to the temper 
and meaning of Hitler’s speech leaves the reader in 
a daze. It was “blustering and pugnacious”; it 
“wasn’t a hateful speech”; it was “sinister for Eu- 
rope but rather peaceful as far as the United States 
is concerned”: it was “specious and unpromising 
of tranquillity”; it was “belligerent”; it “offered 
great encouragement for world peace”; it Was 
“*iNied with veiled threats of other aggressions”; it 
has “somewhat clarified the situation... . and has 
lessened the danger of war”; it leaves “no doubt 
of Hitler’s intention to continue his program until 
he achieves his aims.” 

“In one breath he (Hitler) says he wants peace 
for the whole world,” comments Acting Chairman 
Bloom of the House Foreign Affairs Committee, “and 
in the next makes a virtual ultimatum to Poland.” But 
the Foreign Office at Warsaw, according to an un- 
identified spokesman, is unperturbed by the de- 
nunciation of the non-aggression pact, dismisses the 
item as “bluff,” declines to be frightened by the 
Fuehrer’s fustian, reiterates the Government’s readi- 
ness to negotiate the issue of the Free State of 
Danzig, but insists that Hitler’s original demands 
were “impossible.” The retort concludes defiantly 
with the assertion that “Germany knows well it 
cannot apply to Poland the methods it has already 
applied to Eastern Europe—accomplished facts and 
pressure.” 

Officially France was not interested enough to 
listen to the broadcast, choosing instead to attend 
a diplomatic luncheon, and London lightly waved 
aside the voidance of the naval treaty, defining the 
agreement as something which could not be broken 
by either of the contracting parties, that could be 
abrogated only by joint action. 

The most salient observation, it seems to the 
Post-Dispatch, was that of Senator Borah: “A lit- 
tle less than war and a little more than words 
won’t work in Europe.” The Senator went on to 
say that “Europe builds up her problems by force,” 
and implied that force is the agency by which Eu- 
rope must resolve her problems. Such attitude 
seemingly accepts war as inevitable. 

But with Prime Minister Chamberlain’s conscrip- 
tion proposal sanctioned by the Commons and En- 
gland industrially organizéd on a wartime basis, 
the European situation will presently be removed 
from the ineffectiveness of “a little more than 
words.”

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DISREGARDING A MEANS OF REVENUE. 


An Illinois legislative committee is trying to 
trace a mysterious $6000 fund contributed by South- | 
ern Illinois truck operators for the supposed purpose | 
of influencing St. Lotis authorities not to enforce 
the Missouri laws requiring permit fees from freight 
trucks on Missouri highways.

Failure to collect these fees has been explained by |

That record, which 
I have looked into exhaustively and can only 
summarize here. is one of coercion and in- 
timidation against WPA workers, of party 
bosses reaching for campaign funds into the 
meager pay checks of the unemployed; of 
padded relief rolls; of workers being hired, 
not because of their need but because of 
their party regularity, and fired because of 
their lack of it. 

Take, as a sample, the State of Pennsyl- 
vania, When the WPA was organized, the 
Guffey-Earle ring landed the post of State 
Administrator for Eddie Jones, a duly quali- 
fied local politician. The crackdown began 
almost immediately. In December, 1935, 
Jones told a WPA audience in Pittsburgh 
that he expected them to organize “militant 
groups” in support of Roosevelt. According 
to the same paper, his assistant asserted that 
“WPA workers who are not in sympathy 
with the Roosevelt administration will be 
eliminated from the WPA payroll.” 

With the 1936 election just around the 
corner, campaign literature was included in 
WPA pay envelopes. WPA workers con- 
tributed not only time but money—accord- 
ing to a sliding scale nicely graduated to the 
size of their checks.

By election day, 44,000 of the 200,000 vot- 
ers in Luzerne County were on the Govern- 
ment payroll. One of them was Richard 
Lee Malone of Uniontown. Malone received, 
one day, an assignment to a WPA job. He 
didn't report. He then received a notice 
asking why he had not reported. He still 
did not appear. Whereupon, he received a 
check for $6.54 for work he had never done 
and notice that he was fired from a job he 
had never held. The Richard Lee Malone 
to whom all this happened was 7 years old. 

The story is equally sordid wherever one 
uncovers it in other sections of the coun- 
try. The Fourteenth District of Massachu-

Sister of Mrs. Oscar Johnson

Dr. Anne Walter Fearn, retired 
surgeon of the International Set- 
tlement in Shanghai and author of 
the recent book, “My Days of 
Strength,” died of heart disease last 
night at Berkeley, Cal. She was 72 
years old. 
Dr. Fearn suffered a severe heart 
attack about three weeks ago. She 
had been residing at the Claremont 
Hotel in Berkeley for several 
months after visiting her sister 
here, Mrs. Oscar Johnson of 38 
Portland place, and spending some 
time with Mrs. Johnson at the 
family home in Holly Springs, Miss. 
Funeral services will be held at 
3 p. m. tomorrow at Berkeley. Mrs. 
Johnson’s daughter, Mrs, Malcolm

SURVEY URGES CUT 
IN BEGINNERS’ CLASSES 


More Meaningful Work in Kin- 
dergarten and First Grade 
Recommended. 


The comprehensive school sur- 
vey reported to the Board of Edu- 
cation Monday, which urges reduc- 
tion of the size of all classes as 
soon as possible, emphasizes the 
need for smaller classes in the kin- 
dergarten and the first grade. 

Average daily enroliment of the 
white kindergartens is given as 36, 
but there are five with enroliment 
exceeding 60 each and 33 with from 
40 to 59 small boyd and girls each. 
For Negroes, the condition is worse, 
with average daily enrollment of 


50, but with nine kindergartens 
having more than 70 pupils each 
and 11 with from 40 to 69. The 194 
morning and afternoon sessions of 
kindergarten throughout the sys- 
tem have enrollment of 7420. 

Splendid St. Louis Tradition. 

Groups of such size cannot be 
handled in the modern type of pro- 
gram, the report asserts. It con- 
tinues: 

“The splendid tradition of kin- 
dergarten education in St. Louis is 
proving both an advantage and dis- 
advantage in the development of 
the present program. Excellent 
physical facilities are provided and 
the kindergarten is accepted as an 
essential part of the system. But 
traditional practices in organizing 
the curriculum of kindergartens 
have yielded but slowly to newer 
findings of research and experi- 
mentation in the education of young 
children. 

“There is need for significant 
modification of the activities—for 
example, the introduction of activ- 
ities which involve use of large 
muscles. Groups should be reduced 
in size and high degree of flexibil- 
ility introduced into the programs. 

“In the first grade, less emphasis 
should be given to formal work in 
reading, writing and number work, 
and greatly increased emphasis to 
meaningful experiences in which 
children find a need to read and 
write and use numbers. The size 
of first grade groups must be re- 
duced before an adequate curricu- 
lum can be developed. 

“Group Living Stressed.” 

“Some of the finest kind of guid- 
ance of young children was going 
on in the first grades of a few 
schools (at the time of the sur- 
vey inspection). Group living was 
being stressed and many opportuni- 
ties were given for participation in| 
a variety of enriching experiences. | 

“A very common picture of the 
first grade which members of the 
survey staff recorded, however, 
was that of a room with 40 to 50 
children divided into three and

NEW YORK, April 29 (AP).—For the 
three months ended in March, earnings of 
the first 175 large corporations to report 
totaled $259,636,000, an increase of 78 
per cent over the corresponding period last 
year, statistics compiled by the Associated 
Press disclosed today.

How Foreign Boy Was 
Made Welcome at an 
American Public School.

HE classroom door swung open 
T one the school secretary led a 

boy to the teacher, said a few 
words nobody could hear, and went 
out, leaving the boy standing by 
the teacher's side. 

The children had never seen 
quite so blond a boy as this. His 
hair was pale gold and, as his red 
cheeks grew redder under the gaze 
of 40 pairs of questioning eyes, that 
hair seemed to grow brighter and 
paler. His eyes were blue as for- 
get-me-nots, and they looked back 
‘at the dark eyes fixed upon him 
steadily, a question in their depths 
‘meeting those directed at him.

18 Varities of 
Arthritis Listed 


By Committee 


But Doctor Says He Strong- 
ly Suspects Some of 
Them Don’t Exist.

T IS VERY difficult to answer 
|. question that is frequently 

written to this column, which 
asks what is there to do for arth- 
ritis, because the question presup- 
poses that “arthritis” is an entity, 
that it is one thing. 

We have described the common- 
est form of arthritis and the treat- 
ments for it—both the treatments 
that have proven of value and those 
that have been found wanting. This 
commonest type of arthritis is the 
one that occurs in people of middle 
age, and is due to little overgrowths 
at the edges of the bones. 

But this is by no means the only 
kind of arthritis. The review of the 
Editorial Committee of the Ameri- 
can Rheumatism Association, pub- 
lished in February, 1937; lists 18 
kinds of arthritis, Next year there 
may be more, but that is the latest 
census. 

To write of all of them in the 
brief space of this article is impos- 
sible. There is the “psoriasis arth- 
ritis” group, the “allergic arthritis” 
group, the “ductless gland 
arthritis” group and others with 
‘even more awful names. I am not 


| going to describe them, not only be-| 


cause I have not enough space at 
my disposal, but also because I 
strongly suspect they don’t exist. 
Perhaps all 

understand exactly how a great 
many medical discoveries are made. 
For their benefit let me explain 
that a young man who has just 
graduated from medical school and

Experience 
teaches that a reduction in weight 
is automatically accompanied by 
cessation of the pain. 

Then there is “gouty arthritis,” 
or just plain gout. Undoubtedly 
there are thousands of cases of gout 
in America that are called arthritis 
and treated for arthritis, the true 
nature of the condition never being 
recognized. 

Gout particularly attacks the 
joints of the great toes, but it may 
be anywhere. Among its favorite 
locales are the elbows, the wrists, 
the knees, the ankles. It may take 
several days of gradual pain and 
swelling to reach a climax. This is 
'so like arthritis that it is puzzling. 
‘Nor does it always occur after 
feasting and drinking as at Christ- 
'mas or Easter. It is much more 
likely to follow an injury, a surgical 
operation or an unusual exertion 
(a fishing trip). This also is puz- 
zling to the uninitiated.
